Extract of a letter te the editor of the Freeman's Journal, 
dated Pittsburg, Jaly 13. 

“T have just returned from a journey of 
about 800 miles distance, im the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, and Wlinois. During my travel, 1 paid 
considerable attention to the subject of emi- 
gration, the price of lands, the prospects held 
out to emigrants, and the increase of settle- 
ments. From all the knowledge I have been 
enabled to gather from actual observation, I 
am convinced, that the advantagea held out 
to the poor and impoverished of Eurape and 
the eastern cities of the United States, are 
not properly appreciated. Emigrants from 
Enrope, espec' illy, remove tnto our western 
wilds with sanguine expectations, and it 1s 
not surprising they should in some measure 
be disappointed. “When they settle in the 
west, they expect to find a garden already 
laid out, and hope for cultivation, with a stea- 
dy increase, labour than the hest 
farms in eastern Penns\lvama reqmre. Per- 
severance, however, makes the poor settler 
rich in the course ofa few years. This I buve 
found in numerots instances. A man arrives 
in the wilderness, with his family and a few 
n, and his first f-w days 
are spent tn erecting « leg hut. He then 
clears an acre of ground to raise vegetables, 
zets him a cow, and a few pigs, which find 
plenty of sustenance in the woods, He goes 
» clearing, and the next year sows six or 
seven acres of wheat. Every vear increasing 
of his clearcd land, he thus, in 
a few vears, finds himself surrounded by all 
the comforts of life, resulting from his pa-

The re-action in the cotton market, which 
we anticipated, has already commenced. We 
understand that a peculiar description of cloth 
used hy the printers, which in the beginning 
of May sold for 19s. 6d. or 20s. per piece, has 
been sold this week for 15s., which is within 
Is. of the lowest price at which it was ever 
known to be sold. It is not likely that ma- 
nufacturers will continue to bring goods into 
the market, when such reduction is necessary 
in order to effect sales. Indeed there are now 
so few purchasers of yarns that the spinners 
cannot effect sales, although the prices are by 
no means advanced in proportion to the a/l- 
vance of the raw material. The spinners, 
in their turn, are consequently at a stand. — 
Hitherto both manufacturers and spinners 
have been enabled tocarry on their business, 
in consequence of having stocks of cotton and 
varn on hand previously to the advance.— 
While the average price of old and new stocks 
was moderate, they ventured to pay higher 
prices, but now, when their old stocks are 
exhausted and when every piece and every 
thread which can be brought into market must 
be produced from cotton at the speculation 
price, they do well to pause. 

No man possessed of ordinary prudence 
will allow a stock to accumulate in his hands 
manufactured from cotton which has advanced 
at least fifty per cent, beyond the price which 
could be justified on a fair consideration of 
the actual state of demand and snpply. Bow- 
eds, which by the investment of extraneous 
capital by foolish speculators who believ- 
ed the interested representation of a defici- 
ent supply were raised to 19d, must fall to 
12d. again, before any prudent man will ven- 
ture to convert them into goods. Efforts are 
ire making, and will continue te be made, 
to keep alive the belicf that the supply will

All the members of the diplo- 
matic Body enter so deeply into this scandal- 
ous affair, that it seems impossible tbat it 
should be hushed up. Many inquire whether 
this event has not some connection with the 
treatment which the Ambassador meets with 
from the Infantas of Portugal at the Court of 
Madrid. 

A serious disturbance took place a few days 
ago at Bilboa, upon the election of the Judyes 
of the Royal Consulate, which was not put 
down at the departure of the last courier. At 
Saragossa a riot has also taken place, in con- 
sequence of which 50 of the persons implicat- 
ed have been arrested.

Extract of a letter from Madrid. 


«The King is in a state of terror at the

King; but the chief cause of terror is, an offi- 
cer of cavalry, who has sworn to avenge the 
murder of nine of the band which he has form- 
ed.

A detachmest of 
the Lancers of the Roval Guard were sent ont 
against the band two days ago, but they were 
shamefully defeated, and two of them fell by 
the sword of the captain, whose head has 
since had a price set upon it. A larger body 
of troops was ordered out, but they refused 
to march, unless thev received their arrears 
of pay. This is now the tone of all, and Fer. 
dinand threatens to raise money by a foréed 
loan of sixty millions of reals upon the mer-

appearing in many places. In Andalusia the 
people are starving, corn being beyond their 
means of purchase. Fifty miles fiom that 
pravince it is only at one fourth of its price in
